COURT'S DECISION. 


The court, 
however, 
helfl with Mr. 


Chapman, that under tlie authority of 
Burns vs. the Superior Court, 140 Cali- 
fornia, pagre 1, that -while the power to 
punish for contempt of court was inher- 
ent in courts of general jurisdiction, nev- 
ertheless when the Legislatures defines 
and provides as in section 1991, the pro- 
cedure which shall govern points in pro- 
ceedings for contempt, that couits are 
bound to follow such procedures, aud con- 
sequently, by its decision, the court sus- 
tained the contentions of Mr. Chapman 
and thereby unliesitaatingly exonerated 
Mr. Dargle from wrong doing and con- 
tempt. 


And so it appears that Mr. Darffie was 


not, as claimed by a vindictive San Fran- 
cisco journal, a fugitive fiom justice. 


THE LAW IN THE CASE. 


In reading his decision Judge Ogden 


said in part: 


"Section 1391 reads as follows: 
'Dis- 


obedience of a subpoena, or the refusal 
to be sworn, or to answer as a witness, 
or to subscribe the affidavit or deposition 
when required, may bo punished as a 
contempt by the court issuing the sub- 
poi-na. Whore the subpoena in any such 
case reciulretl the attendance of the wit- 
ness before an officer or commissioner 
out of court, it is the duty of such of- 
ficer or commissioner to report any such 
disobedience or refusal to the court is- 
suing the 
subpoena, and the 
witness 


must not be punished for any refusal to 
answer a question, or to subset Ibc the 
affidavit or deposition, unless after lp.ir- 
ing, 
upon notice, the court orders h,m 


so to answer or subscribe, and then only 
for 
disobedience of 
such order. 
Any 


judge, justice, or other officer mentioned 
In sub- division 3 of section 1986 may re- 
poit any such disobedience or refusal to 
the Superior 
Court of the 
county in 


which such attendance was required, and 
such court thereupon has power upon 
notice, to order the wilne=B to perfotm 
the omitted act. and any refusal or neg- 


to comply with sur-h order may be 


a contempt of such court.' 


POWER OF COURT, 


"The flist part of that section, which 


J have Just read, in the absence- of the 
amendment of 1907. would doubtless sire 
any court the power to millet summaiy 
punishment upon one who lefused to obey 


subpoena issued under the provisions 


of section lilSS, sub-dlvhion 3 thereof, 
or who refused to be swoin after he had 
appeared in obedlrace to such subpoena, 
or who refused to answer as a witness 
utter he had been sworn, or who refused 
to subscribe the affidavit or deposition, 
after he had been subpoenaed, had been 
sworn, and hart answered the questions 
propounded to him upon such deposition. 
And the question now before us is, does 
the last 
paragraph of 
the section 
as 


amended take II out of the power of the 
eomt to punish summarily, or does it 
first give to the recalcitrant witness the 
opportunity to appear upon a direction 
from the court directing the subpoena 
to issue, and thereupon to be adjudged

NARROW VIEW. 


"Now, It has been said that If we take 


he narrow view of this Statute as cn- 
umscribing the power of the Court, that 
ne having been subpoenaed as a witness 
ould shake his fist in the face of the 
iarty subpoenaing him, go to Europe and 
hete iema.in for three years. TVhile that 
iay be true, yet that same condition 
light prevail where a party had been 
ummoned or subpoenaed to appear before 
n officer 
to give a deposition there, 


hould take the oath, and should refuse to 
.nswer a question, arise from his seat, 
ako a train at the nearest station and go 
abroad. 
Yet in that case tho only thing 


the court could do, would be to summon 
him before the Court and order him to 
answer the questions, and the refusal to 
answer the question, m conjunction with 
nls first refusal, constitutes tne contempt, 
not the one. standing alone, but the two 
acts, first, tho rstusal to answer 
tho 


question: secondly, the refusal tc obey the 
further instructions of the court to answer 
the question. That would be true as well 
of the condition where he fa'ls to jespond 
to the subpoena, or refuses to be sworn, 
turns upon Hs heel and goes to tha near- 
est station. So that these conditions at ise 
in case of a refusal to be sworn or to 
answer, or might arise in such case where 
he refuses to subscribe his deposition, al- 
though he had given It. The philosophy 
In the one applies to the philosophy in the 
other. And it occuts to me that the Leg- 
islature had the right to tie the hands of 
the Court, to say that a witness in tint 
case shall not be punished summarily, the 
Court must first direct him to appear; 
and then when he refuses to appear, must 
again summon him before the court, ask 
for an explanation, if none Is made sav 
to him appear, and the two disobediences 
constitute a contempt

A FALSE PRETENSE REVEALED 


The line of questioning feuken in the examination of "William E. Dargie, President 


of THE TKIBUNE PUBLISHING COMPACT, by Mr. Charles S. Wheeler, clearly 
revealed the bad faith and 'ulterior purpose of the suit brought against this paper hi 
the name of the First National Bank of San Francisco. Mr. Wheeler hardly took the 
pains to deny that the suit was not begun to redress any real or fancied injury to the 
bank, but solely as a branch of the graft prosecution to harass, intimidate 
and put 


THE TRIBUNE to unnecessary expense. 


Ven few of Mr. Wheeler's questions were relevant to the issue raised by the .plead- 


ings. The bank and its "fake suit," as Mr. Chapman called it, were lost sight of in an 
attempt to connect THE TRIBUNE and its President with the persons (not the boo- 
dling officials) that Mr. Rudolph Spreckels is pursuing in San Francisco with his pri- 
vate and personally conducted crusade in the name of justice. 
Mr. Wheeler made 


speeches in the form of impertinent and irrelevant questions or explanations of Ms pur- 
pose in asking them, attacking THE TRIBUNE and its publisher for its failure to 
second the peculiar methods and tactics of the graft prosecution. 
He made it apparent 


that the real animus of the proceeding is to gratify the spleen of Mr. Rudolph Spreck- 
els, and that the name of the bank is being used or rather misused as a pretext for 
prosecuting an action for lese majeste. 


Mr. Wheeler's inquisition was in entire harmony with the scurrilous articles of the 


Call and Bulletin, which reflect not only the purpose, but the temper and methods of the 
queer just-ice mill Mr. Spreckels is running in San Francisco with the assistance of 
Abe Ruef. Jim Gallagher, William J. Burns, William J. Biggy and William H. Lang- 


don—a trio of bad bills. On the stand Mr. Spreckels was compelled to admit that he 


could not point to a dollar the First National Bank had lost by reason of the publication 
hypocritically complained of. He could not assert that the bank had lost in business, 
deposits or public confidence, but based his absurd demand to be paid for 
injuries 


never inflicted nor suffered on his personal conclusion that THE TRIBUNE tried to 
strike at him through the bank. In that admission he absolved this paper from any 
desire or intent to injure the bank, and disclosed the fact that the suit was a matter 
purely personal to himself. Wounds inflicted on his vanity, conceit and egotism were 
the only damage suffered by am body. 


Now if Mr. Spreckels really desires to vindicate his reputation and make sure 


Ms connection with the First National Bank as its president is entirely beneficial to 
that institution, we suggest that an inviting opportunity is presented to him on his 
own dunghill. We refer to the charges publicly made by P. H. McCarthy and printed 
in the San Francisco Bulletin to the effect that Mr. Spreckels and Mr. James D. 
Phelan. another director of the First National Bank, misappropriated a portion of the 
relief fund. Mr. McCarthy used a much shorter and uglier term. If it was libellous and 
injurious to print baseless gossip to the effect that the First National Bank held 
Spring Valley bonds, how much more injurious to the bank must it be to have its 
president and another director charged in a public speech by a candidate for mayor 


•with criminal dishonesty ? We do not credit the charge made by Mr. McCarthy, but it is 
nevertheless a challenge to Mr. Spreckels and Mr. Phelan. By ignoring it they reveal 
the false pretense of the vindication sought from THE TRIBUNE. Why is not the 
civil or criminal law of libel invoked against Mr. McCarthy? And what about Hon. 
Frank Mc< Jowan's charge, publicly made, that the immunity contracts are evidence of a 
criminal conspiracy against justice? Are these specific charges permitted to go un- 
challenged because Mr. Spreckols cannot hide behind the First National Bank in meet 
ing them or trying to break their force?

while I w; s swallowing- Lang- 
don." 
\Vhi -h reminds me that 


Mr. Langdo-i is very much in the 
nature of a plague, and that the 
swallowing of him has afflicted 
more than one man with a swell- 
ing in the throat. 
He appears 


to have been injected into local 
politics for no other purpose than 


to occasion revulsion. There is 
always somebody gagging in the 
throes of swallowing Langd-on, 
and somebody else yearning for 
an emetic in the hope of getting 
him out of his stomach. Lan- 
don personality is unique in the 
history of American politics. And 
so is the case of Langdon. Here 
is a man whose incompetency is 
so great as to be incredible, a 
man in whom not even his spon- 
sors 
have 
confidence, but who 


| thrives on his own blunders and 
is pushed forward by those by 
whom he is disliked.

prevailed on Langdon to appoint 
Honey to the job through which 
the graft inquisition was made 
possible.

According to the "Examiner" he 
w.is the head and front of the 
in jitiMtion, the grandest of all the 
Grand 
Young 
Men. 
Langdon 


w.is the District Attorney. Lang- 
don inaugurated the purification 
cra.sade. 
Langdon 
had conse- 


crated himself to clean 
govern- 


ment. 
Langdon was personally 


conducting 
the 
virtuous sym- 


phony in a gathering and sky- 
splitting crescendo. 
Cobb drew 


the indictments, but Langdon in- 
spired them and dictated them 
ard blue-penciled them. 
Heney 


was going to do something, hut 
Langdon had already started the 
rogues to cover. 
It was made 


clear to the most languid appre- 
hension that Langdon was the 
whole shooting match and the 
others 
merely 
satellites 
that 


twinkled in the distance. It was 
net 
long 
before Heney 
and 


Spreckels had Langdon on their 
nerves. 
Their faces at that time 


invited and repaid study. There 
were but few diapasons of en- 
thusiastic reverence for their ears, 
for even their own organs and 
their industrious special writers, 
who are so busy these days giving 
pliusibility to all tfiat is done by 
the prosecution and misrepresent- 
ing all that is done by the de- 
fense were advised that it would 
be dangerous to deny Langdon a 
preponderance of the puffery, for 
he might fire Heney. 


PUBLIC AND 
PRIVATE JUDGMENT. 


And thus it came to pass that 


discord found means to roll her 
apple into the coterie of civic 
patriots. But whilst the unwar- 


rantable bestowal of praise ex- 
cited the rage of Langdon's as- 
sociates, discretion dictated the 
repression of their passion. 
As 


District Attorney Langdon held 
the whip hand, and instead of 
showing their resentmentj^is as- 
sociates occasionally sounded his 
praises for publication, but in pri- 
vate they referred to him as a 
nonentity. In private they were 
candid, and their candor was grat- 
ifying to themselves. As a mat- 
ter of fact Langdon isn't a suc- 
cess even as a figure head. 
His 


one redeeming virtue is his appre- 
ciation of his own incompetency, 
and to that the graft prosecution 
is indebted for his willingness to 
let others handle all cases. 
He 


has never 
hazarded 
himself in 


anything more important than the 
propounding of stereotyped ques- 
tions to jurors, and even in this 
perfunctory performance he has a 
guardian at his shoulder. 
But 


general knowledge of this fact 
will do him no harm. He is bound 
to be re-elected, and mainly be- 
cause of the conviction that it was 
in the warmth of his devotion to 
the people that the graft prosecu- 
tion was started. Yet this, too, is 
a grotesque fallacy that even Mr. 
Spreckels and Mr. Heney go into 
hysterics 
over 
whenever 
they 


meditate upon it. And it is not 
because of a hope to impair Mr. 
Langdon's chances of re-election 
that I am giving publicity to this 
fact. To entertain so vain a hope 
would be the height of folly. One 
might as well attempt to rehabili-

startling rapidity, nut there is no decrease 
In the demand (or houses.

For tl.? post six weeks there 
has been an average of nearly five build- 
Ing permits dally.
